every branch of Government. During his| 
recent visit to Peking, he bad explained 
to his. ministerial colleagues the necessity 
for reform, and many Chineso statesmen 
now quite agruad with bim that it.wasa sine 
qué non of Ubiua’s future oxistencs. 

Vount [to observed that Providones 
shewed no favour ‘to particular nutioos, 
and would certsialy bestow a share of 
fayour upon China if she made an earnest 
effort to reform herself ; and (on the Grand 
Secretary’a going on to compliment him 
upon his successiul Government of Japun), 
thon abruptly turned the conversation to 
tho apecific puint—!

Robert Hart was entrusted to draw up a plan 
for superseding the existing disconnected and 
irreaponsible private system, which is, how- 
ever, surprisingly well conducted and uad- 
tmirably ond sotely managed, oxcopt that iho 
rates cbarged tor the carrisge of létters 
strikes foreigners as exorbitaatly bigh, and 
must of necessity greatly restrict communi- 
cation between the various portions of the 
empire, At that timo it was bolicved tho 
new scheme wotld be inangurated withont 
delay, and the stamps wore actually designed 
and details arranged, but somehow it fell 
through—really. becansa of the opposition 
from ‘high quarters. interoated in tho main- 
tenance of the present archaio and expensive

THE PRINCE OF WALES'S CYCLE 
SPILL, 

A rumour went the rounds tho «ther day 
, to the effect that the Princo of Wales re- 
‘eantly suatuined a somewhat covere fall 
| while cycling. ‘There aseoms to have been 
,#ome truth in the’ statement, The Cyele, 
{tolls the whole atory in the words of Mr 
; Herbert Smith, of the well-known cycling 
firm, ‘I was requested,’ sayy Mr Smith, 
‘to attend upon Sir Fraveis Keoilys ut 
Marlborough House last Friday weck. It 
appeared that whilat ‘ricycling, in company, 
with Sir Francis, I belisve, in the vicinity 
of Sandringham, the Prince, whilst, riding 
uphill, bad-pulled rather heavily upon hia 
handlobar, with the result that the machina 
capsized backwards, throwing him heavily 
to the gtound, where he narrowly escaped 
boing run over ly Sir Francia, who was 
following clonely bohind. Ac Marlborough 
House I had 4 couversation with Sir Peancie 
Kuoliys with regard to thu Priuce’s accid- 
ontand tho desirability of fitting a two- 
speed goar to hig muunt, a matter upon 
which Sir Francie, who rides the same pat- 
tern machine as his Royal Highness, eeomed 
kvenly intorcated. The machiny was per. 
fect of ita kind, scaling somo thirty pounds; 
aud geared to 69 inches; but, us 1 was 
bound to, explain to Sir Francia, rather the 
mount fora skilled trieycliat-than for o 
cemparativ ly inexperionced rider, as the 
Prince muat'needs be. As I was inspect- 
ing the machine, the Princo himself ap- 
peared at the end of the corridor, and after 
exuhanging  fow words in French with 
Sir Francis, joined freely and affubly in the 
dircnasion, At first hu expressed his beliat 
that the machine capsized: without any 
contribalory uction on his part, but I ven: 
tured to suzzest that His Royal Highness, 
by eltting too fae back and’ putting too 
much weight into the pull upon the handle- 
bars whilet travelling uphill, was. xreepon> 
sible to some degreo for the accident. He 
smilingly confessed to a weight betwoen 
thirteon and fourtoen stone, and to tho 
fact that, notwithatinding tho forethough¢ 
of the designers of the maching in the mat 
ter of the distribution of weight, he some= 
titues fuuod that his wheels ploughod some- 
what heavily on tho sandy roads over which 
he was in.the habit of riding.
